Pledges Full Speed 


In today’s Pulse of the Public is a let- 
ter from the State Highway Board, signed 
by the chairman and two members, which 
is most gratifying; that is, if its contents 
are borne out by events, as happily they 
pledge will be done. 

It is pleasing to learn, for instance, 
that the department now is _ handling 
“nearly three times its normal work load 
with exactly the same personnel and over- 
head expenses” as formerly. 

This, of course, is likely to bring on 
queries as to what constitutes a “normal” 
work load when the same force is able to 
accomplish three times as much. Could 
there possibly have been too many people 
employed formerly? 

It is more than pleasing to learn, too, 
that the department is “now ready” to 
take advantage of any additional appro- 
priations that Congress makes available 
under the new federal-aid program. We 
may assume from this that when th 
money is made available, the contracts 
will be ready to let and work to begin. 

The statement that “modern engineer- 
ing and planning practices of the highway 
department enable it to foresee 
mendous increases in traffic in 
to come and the department is 
adequate provisions for these increases” 
is satisfying indeed! 

But why is it, then, that so 
of the state's most heavily traveled 
through roads are adequate for the traf- 
fic today? Some of them were inadequate 
the day they were built. And while the 
secondary road system is vastly improved, 
maintenance on the 
them nightmares for motorists. We as- 
sume the mistakes, at least, will not be 
repeated and that these outmoded high- 
ways will be improved enough to handle 
present-day—instead of future—traffic. 

We are glad to learn, too, that there 
have been no delays in planning or in let- 
ting contracts and that reports of such 
to us through the years have been in 
“error.” The record speaks for itself but 
if there has been improvement recently 
we can only applaud. 

— The board does not go into why the 
primary road system has been neglected 
but we wish it had assured us that the 
era of “political” road building is a 
thing of the past; that no longer would 
road contracts be used to “buy” counties 
in election years and that highway jobs 
would no longer be the reward for the 
faithful. We wish, too, to be 
that contractors need more qualifications 
than merely to have heavy cam- 
paign contributors. 

In short, were for building 
where they are needed most iInstea: 
@ patronage basis, roads that 
modern-day traffic and only those miles 
which can be maintained properly. Money 
is wasted in merely hard-surfacing high- 
ways which tomorrow will have to be re- 
built for lack of maintenance. 

The present highway board inherited 
a lot of problems and an outmoded sys- 
tem of building highways. We hope it 
does better than some of its predecessors 
in overcoming both.

The services carry

pay, retirement pay at age 65 after 20 
years of participation in the reserve pro- 
gram, security and duty. The 
patriotism is exploited skillfully. 

Many World War II veterans have 
completed from 12 to 15 years of active 
and reserve service. They have done so 
with the expectation that the services 
had recruited them in good faith. They 
have worked hard in the program and 
have made themselves available for in- 
stant recall in case of war. Some of them 
have fought two wars. 

Now, as they see themselves within 
several years of retirement, the Army— 
and presumably the other services—plan 
wholesale discharges to get rid of them 
before they reach eligibility for retire- 
ment benefits. It is a cynical business 
that will and should create further diffi- 
culties in reserve recruiting. It is a 
shameful deception.

What Gabby Street did for the 
Washington Monument, Dave Coble did 
for the William Penn tower in Philadel- 
phia, it seems. This was several years 
ago, when the Phillies were invariably 
characterized as phutile and when Doc 
Prothro managed to guide them to a 
successful defense of their title as the 
worst team in the National League. 

One day in 1939 as the Phils 
groped their way to 106 defeats, 
Coble took the time to catch a base- 
ball thrown off the brim of William 
Penn’s hat on top of the Philadel- 
phia City Hall. The Newspaper 
Guild, wishing to stir up some ex- 
citement for one of its celebrations, 
offered $1,000 to the player who 
could make such a catch. 

‘I was fool enough to try it,’’ Dave 
said. ‘‘Doc Prothro had brought me in from Little Rock with him 
and I wasn't doing much but sitting on the bench. Spud Davis was 
doing most of the catching. Four of us volunteered to go for it, 
Walt Millies, another catcher, Gil Brack, an outfielder, Del Young, 
an infielder, and myself. We put on our home uniforms, sneakers 
and football helmets and they drove us downtown. 

“They had a terrific crowd, and people were hanging out of 
office windows around the building. They had some kind of walkie- 
talkies on the tower to tell us when they were throwing the ball 
and I used a pair of binoculars to watch its flight.’’

Though the Phillies were not highly valued in their own town,

journey toward the same fixed goal. it is 
possible to adjust our emotions in accord 
with the reality of the world as we encoun- 
ter it. 

Our constant purpose as adults must 
therefore be to make sure that we do not 
confuse our hate substitutes with our love 
choices. It is this fatal confusion which 
precipitates many of the basic conflicts 
experienced in human relationships. With 
out question, it is a fundamental source 
of disturbance in most unsuccessful mar- 
riages. 

Elsewhere, men may skip and duck 
through life with relative impunity, even 
though they fail to resolve their oricinal 
duality of love and hate. But marriage 
forces us to come to grips at last with this 
confused fantasy of our past. It is not like 
a transient episode, where men and wom- 


en often turn love into a game of dream 


and subterfuge played for purposes of mu- 
tual deception. Marriage, by virtue of. iis 


} 


intense reality, compels us to abandon 
our evasive flights into the stratagems of 
childhood. It demands maturity of heart, 
insisting that individuals deal effectively 
with each other on the basis of what they 
actually are—not as they may imagine 
themselves, or the other, to be. | 

Yet all psychiatrists are consulted daily 
by persons whose marriages have either 
collapsed entirely or subsided into a per- 
manent state of misery. The quarrels they 
describe and the complaints they register 
prove largely to be but surface symp- 
toms of much deeper problems. Sometimes 
the cause of conflict is on its face a ridicu- 
trrviality. One of my patients, a 
woman of middle age, resolved to seek 
a divorce because her husband had for 
years insisted on eating his meals in his 
shirt sleeves. 

The visible source of conflict may of 
course involve serious disturbances in 
daily life. Money. disagreements, selfish 
behavior, interference of relatives or in- 
laws, infidelity, different views about the 
rearing of children, alcoholism—these may 
become tragic matters one cannot easily 
ignore. Yet it is also true that other peo- 
ple run into the same difficulties during 
their married lives and still manage to 
solve them without damage to their basic 
happiness. 

When marriage fails, the specific com- 


tls 


, Plaints invariably turn out to be merely 


pretexts. They are masked expressions of 
protound psychic hostilities whose incep- 
tion goes back to the hates and resent- 
ments of early childhood. 

Many persons exaggerate normal self- 
love and turn it into a morbid fear of 


giving love freely to others. Originally, 
the fear is based on a perfectly normal 
mechamsm of our psychic life. The energy 
of love in its primitive form, as we have 
seen, is first directed toward one’s own 
body. This primitive path is a biological 
necessity, since it serves the cause of self- 
preservation. If we gradually learn to 
turn some of our self-love to others, it is 
because the sacrifice leads to an ultimate 
gain. 

But the primitive path is never forgot- 
ten. Some of our love energy must at all 
times remain focused on ourselves. In mo- 
ments ‘of extreme peril, or on those occa- 
sions when we are seriously ill, one can 
easily observe how all of our energy and 
interest is withdrawn from others and de- 
voted exclusively to ourselves. 


It is the peculiar fate of love, especially 
in its more passionate form, that it should 
arouse the ancient danger signals of the 
primitive psyche. Love, in its intense 
manifestation between the sexes, is al- 
most literally an abandonment of self. 
The lover becomes preoccupied exclusively 
with his beloved and pours forth all his 
emotional energy in an ecstasy of self-ne- 
gation. He loses his own _ individuality, 
abases himself abjectly, gives up every- 
thing he’ formerly held so _ precious to 
himself. For the sake of the beloved, he 
is even ready to sacrifice his own life. 

Wonderful as the experience may be, 
it cannot persist without becoming a 
threat to one’s self-survival. In such a 
State, the danger of self-annihilation is 
very real, for the individual has rendered

himself psychically defenseless 
Against Outward attack. The 
normal person inevitably re- 
treats from so extreme a posi- 
tion. To a greater or lesser de- 
gree, he must recoil from the 
beloved in order to restore his 
own identity. 

The flux of love—the oscilla- 
tion between attraction and re- 
pulsion—is a normal part of 
every marriage. True love be- 
tween two mature people does 
not mean that one must be- 
come completely absorbed in 
the other. The partial main- 
tenance of one’s own identity 
is a basic requirement of nor- 
mal existence, and it would be 
e fallacy to interpret it as a 
sign that love has died. When 
people view marriage in this 
guise, they may drive them- 
selves to unwarranted accusa- 
tions, disruptive recrimina- 
tions, and harmful desires for 
revenge. 


NONACCTIVE EXPRESSION 
The wise husband and wife 


know that even the deepest 
love must have its’ intervals 
ol nonactive expression, They 
do not fall into a panic. be- 


cause they are not the object 
of each other's ceaseless pre- 
occupation. 

Those who are contident of 
their basic love will see to it, 
instead, that provision is made 
lor release of the tensions and 
hostilities inevitable in every 
intimate association. Each will 
make sure that the other is 
allowed his measure of 
independent thought and activ- 
ity, with periods when the ac- 
cumulated aggressions may be 
worked off in sports, hobbies 
or other channels of deflection. 

It is another matter entirely

assertion is turned into a mor- 
bid form in which the flow of 


love becomes permanently 


‘fixed on one’s own self. Such 


people are unable to choose a 
love partner on the basis of a 
realistic evaluation. They can 
love only those who are reflec- 
tions of themselves and who 
demand no reciprocal adjust- 
ment to their own personalities. 


They invariably over-idealize 
their chosen objects of love, 
and endow them with imagi- 


nary qualities built solely on 
the fantasy pattern of their own 
image. 


IMPOSSIBLE BARRIERS 


When the period of disillu- 
sion inevitably arrives, such 
persons cast aside their love 
choices in utter repudiation. 
For them, the mutual com- 
promises and sacrifices of nor- 
mal love are an impossible bar- 
rier to hurdle. Since they love 
only their own image, they can- 
not even bear to recognize the 
needs of anyone not completely 
devoted to their own interests. 
They can only go on to new 
objects of love with whom they 
can repeat the path of over- 
idealization, disillusion, and re- 
pudiation. 

To be thus caught on the 
treadmill of one’s own person- 
ality is to be chained to an 
infantile fear of being ‘‘swal- 
lowed up’’ by the dominating 
mother. The victims of this 
fear usually show a history of 
intense attachment to a mother 
who, in turn, placed undue 
stress upon her own attachment 
to her child. 


In an emotional constellation 
of this kind, where overempha- 
sis is the basic pattern, the 
demands upon the child become 
intolerably oppressive. He finds 


when the normal need for self- insupportable the price he must 


pay for love, and in self-defense 


turns away from the mother 
with a permanent fear of all 
entanglements. 

Out of this. disappointment 
is born the dream of a perfect 
love that will impose no bur- 
dens and require no sacrifices. 
Yet it must be understood once 
and for all that the paradise 
of perfect love has never been 
on sea or land, nor can it ever 
come to pass. 

The blissful aspiration of 
complete pleasure and no pain, 
of instant satisfaction and no 
denial, of constant peace and 
no tension. -this is a _ childish 
illusion that violates the truths 
of human life and is doomed 
to inexorable disappointment, 

The basic biological facts of 
life show how impossible is 
this aspiration. We would never 
eat if chemical changes in the 
body did not produce the dis- 
comforts and pangs of hunger. 
We would never breathe if 
changes in the blood did not 
produce the suffocating carbon 
dioxide that stimulates the re- 
flexes of breathing. 
CREATION, RELAXATION 

So in our psychic life, it is 
the creation and then the re- 
laxation of tension that drive 
the living organism forward to 
activity. From the very first 
breath of life, the human 
psyche must learn to counter 
aggression with love. 

We must learn to tolerate 
pain, to brook delay, to com- 
promise with the environment. 
We must learn to accommodate 
curselves to the world outside 
if we would win love and pro- 
tection. We must accept the 
truth that in mature life one 
must give in order to gain.
